These 
suggestions, gathered from looking over a large field, 
teach us that society has always been in motion. Now, 
if we could classify these transitions mnder their appro- 
priate name, I believe we could havea social philosophy 
like unto the philosophy of a physician in the diagnose 
of bodily disease. Wecould know the cause and cure 
and thus bave a healthy world. 

The law of nature is progression, and I suppose God’s 
will would be the continued growth of society. Waen 
there is rupture and revolution you may be sure there 
is something wrong. Conscience, liberty, religion 
and moral law are facts; and men have rights and re- 
sponsibilities in’ them, and they will defend them.

Another law is that of development. The -germs ci 
life and growth are’ in sll hearts, and the forces o!

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by the washing of water by the word”—simply saya it 
jg all assumption to interpret them to mean baptism. 
It they had any other application why did he not give 
it? The facts are, they can have no other proper ap- 
plication. . 

Before proceeding any further I wish to refer to 
what our worthy editor said ia his comments on this 
subject, where he..quotes.-Paul’s expression, “T was 
not sent to baptize, but to preach the gospel.” I 
have wondered under whose commission he is laboring, 
for the only commission that Ohrist gave to the preach- 
ers of his word that I shave any knowledge of was to 
teach and baptize. Obrist said to-such, “Go teach all 
nations, baptizing them in [or unto, and I do not kaow 
how they get in any other way] the name of the Father, 
and in the name of the Son, and in the name of the 
Holy Ghost.” If he gave any other I fail to find where 
it is recorded in his word. That saying of Paul cer- 
tainly can not be taken in the absolute sense, for then 
Paul would beacting inconsistent with his own prac- 
tice, for he was baptized himself and also baptized oth- 
ers. Ican not thiak Paul ever practiced any superflu- 
ous‘ things in his Oaristian life. Not only so, but let 
us refer to what took place in his ministry. At 
Corinth, for instance, “many of them hearing, be- 
lieved and were baptized.” If Paul did not baptize 
them, then who did, and by whoss authority was it 
done? Or was it done becanse the Lord had com- 
manded it? Tse latter, I think. When a man thanks 
tbe Lord that he was not sent to baptizs, bat to preach, 
I can but think he fails to comprehend his commission, 
and comes short of declaring the whole counsel of God. 
It might not take me quite so long to explain myself 
upon this subject were it not that I have so many toaa- 
swer in my short article. I hops, however, that none 


_ will become personal in this matter, but search only for 


the trath, 

My brethren so far have tried hard to leave the im- 
pression that I haye beea contending that pardon and 
salvation mean the same thing. I hava said once before, 
and now say again, that [ have assumed no such prem- 
iso, That pardon has much to do with our salvation I 
admit, but it is only the first degree of salvation. That 
it is one grand step heavenward is a consoling thought. 
But suppose a man gains that height and fatls to pro- 
ce3d further, what benefit will that bs to him? Now 
let us see if we can find such a case. 


“Therefore is the kingdom of heaven likened unto a 

certain king, which would take account of his servante; 
and one was brought unto him which owed him ten 
thousand talents. But forasmuch as he had not to pay, 
his lord commanded him to be so'd, and his wife and 
children, and all that he had. and payment to be made, 
The servant, therefore, fell dowa and worshiped him, 
saying, Have patience with me and I will pay thee all. 
Then the lord of that servant-was moved with compaz- 
sion, and loosed him, and forgave him the debt.” Matt.

. Here we find this man had reached the height where 
he had received pardon, bat because he failed to com- 
prehend his duty in his relation to what followed, his 
pardon benefited him act, but he was delivered to the 
tormentors all the same. 

Then, again, Jesus said to the woman, “Hath any 
man condemned thee? And she said, No man, Lord.” 
Then said he, “Neither do I condema thee; go thy way 
and sin no more, lest a worss thing come upon you.” 
Now I think my brethren can begin to see what I 
mean by salvation. I will now try and explain my ob- 
jet in. writing upon this subject, and at the same time 
give my understandirg of the relation that baptism 
sustains to salvation. ‘ 

Our churches heréil thie West, with very lew excep- 
tions, have so nearly let this positive institution sink 
out of sight that they-wili take members into the fel- 
lowship of the church, and allow them to enj>y all the 
benefits of the same, without even hinting to them that 
toey are living in open violation of a plain command 
of the Lord, And I know by sad experience that it is 
tétarding our progress and becoming a hindrance to 
our influence. For they will say, “We declare that 
Christian character is our only test of church fellow- 
thip,” antl we teach that a man must repent and lives 
Christian life in order to get to heaven, and as don as 
Wé get them into the church they are let go from year 
to year without submitting to this ordinance. Just 80 
they do not do anything openly wicked, they are good 

I eay, away with such Onristianity that 
Will allow a man to gain the first round in the ladder 


.ing grain with sightless eyeballs) could and doubtless 
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heavenward and then stand there and shout, “I am 
saved, I am saved!” and do not the things which the 
Lord requires. Such pretending Christians are curs- 


ing the world today more than the unpretending or 


open sinner, 

Now,.aa to the relation which baptism sustains to sal- 
vation, Paul says, “Receive ye one another as Christ 
received you.” If I am able to draw a conclusion from 
what I read, not only from the Bible but the arguments 
of my brethren, they are contending that Ohrist re- 
ceives us by baptizing us With” the Holy Ghost. If 
Christ receives.us by baptism, how can we receive one 
another as he receives us without baptism and fill the 
measure of Paul’s statement? But, says one, Christ 
jadges from the heart and not by appearances. True; 
but how are we to know that. they have been received 
of the Lord only by their submission to what. Obrist 
has required of them in demonstration of that fact? 
Saul said be had obeyed. all the commands of God. 
But Samuel said, “What meaneth this lowing of the 
cattle and bleating of sheep?” Tous when a man says, 
“I have obayed unto life,” I can but say, What means 
this disobedience of the positive command of Jesus? 


Tam not contending for baptism as a prerequisite to 


the sioner’s death unto sin, for we hardly ever bury 
men. to kill them, but we bury them because. they are 
dead. Thus Paul would say, “We are buried with him 
by baptism into death.” But the newneas of life comes 
after we have been raised from the dead. The ‘plant 
never grows and develops until after the seed has been 
planted; then it grows and develops into that Obrist 
life which is acceptable to God. I have seen persons 
claim to be dead to sin and thén lie right on the bor- 
ders of the old land without becoming buried to the 
past until they have become corrupted and a stench to 
the Christian and to the world as well.

I leave it to the reader to determine that, 
but will have to say that he does the very thing of which 
he accusés me. He says I declared that baptism stood 
in the same relation to the remission of sins that faith 
did. Now, I ask the reader to refer to my first article 
and see for himself if I made any such statement. Here 
is where all my reviewers have made their mistake— 
in thinking that salvation meant no more than pardon. 

Now, dear reader, in conclusion, let me say I am 
ready to receive @ man and fellowship him as far as he 
walks and acts as Christ walked and acted, and no farther;

meant business. The resolution is as follows: 

“Waereas Antioch College, with its present endow- 
ment, does not stand upon a financial basis such as to 
make it a permanent and first class college; therefore, 

*' Resolved, That the following plan be adopted by the 
Erie Christian Conference, and be recommended to all 
other conferences in the Christian connection : 

‘1, Each church shall appoint two lady solicitors for 
the purpose of securing money for the endowment of 
Antioch College. 

“2. Said solicitors shall secare the names of the mem- 
bers of their churches, or as many as possible thereof, to 
an agreement that they will each pay annually, for a pe 
riod of three years, the sum of $1.00 for the purpose of 
farnishing an additional endowment for Antioch Col 
lege.” 

Mrs. Joseph Weeks, upon whose suzgestion the plan 
was instigated, and Mtr. Franklin Leet were then ap- 
pointed a committee to name solicitors for the several 
churches. Ag a result the following persons were

PRAYER MEETINGS, 
How shall we increase the efficiency of the prayer- 


neeting service of the church? is a practical question, 
ind one which is weighing upon not a few pastors. 
Che point is not whether the prayer-meeting is eesen- 
ial, nor whether there is great good accompliehed by 
this service, but it is upon increasing its efficiency. 

Thinking perhaps my own method may be of help 
‘@ others who are concerned in this respect, I give it to 
‘he HERALD readers. I arrange for a month or two 
months in advance the topics and lessons for the prayer- 
meetings of this length of time. From this I copy, by 
sid of copying pad, a8 many impressions as may be 
aeeded for the attendants, who thus know what themes 
and where to find the lesson for this period. Perhaps 
all have séen this plan applied to the meetisgs of the 
whole year, though that is open to objection, inasmuch 
#8 one can not tell what are to be the special interests 
several months in advance; but for only a month or so 
the plan is free from this objection. The advantages of 
the system I suggest are the following : 

1. Secures unity of thought in the prayer meeting. 
This is a potency fr good. 

2 Leads to prem sditation. O dinarily the laity are 
at’a disadvantage in the prayer-meeting. The lesson 
and theme are sprung upon them without any previous 
aotice, and so they must fall into the beaten paths of 
hackneyed phrases because something is expected and 
they have nothing else.to give, while the leader has had 
opportunity to refi ct upon his theme, 

8. It incites to co-operation. In all our churches 
there is much valuable material if we can but get at it. 
This is one of the ways of getting at this material. . 

4 Esonomizes time. A man who has nothing to 
aay, and undertakes to say it, has no appreciative esti- 
mate of how time goes or of its value. In proportion 
asa person has a well-defined idea, time in its expres- 
sion is diminished. I: is because this plan gives defi- 
aiteness it is an economic one. 

5. It conduces to spirituality, What leads us to 
meditate upon God’s truth lifts up our hearts toward 
him, 

6. Supplies » needed didactic element, O.:¢ hour 
per week ought not to be taken from an individual 
without leaving a lesson or a help. Tais plan supplies 
this, for it affords continuity and development of spe- 
cial lines of truth which the ordinary method, from 
detentions and otherwise, can not supply. 

7. Becomes a help to Bib‘e study. By this plan may 
be presented biblical truth in ite historic development 
and logical order. D.fferent beoks of the B.ble may 
thus be taken up in their general ecope and learning, 
as, ¢. g, in our studies from Philippians for Ssptember 
and October. Of course this might be done by pre-an- 
nouncement from the pulpit, but this is liable to be 
forgotten. By this the plan is always present, and when 
one is absent he does not lose tl e connecting links. 

8 It is methodical. The more method, up to a given 
" | point, we bring into our work the better it will be for 


. | as. If there was much more method in our general 
paid | work, we would be more potent as a people.

TIS ERRNO 

Look on the bright site: Keep the »unshine of @ liv- 
ing faith in the heart; 
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BIBLE DOCTRINE OF RESURRECTION—NO, 10.. 
The proposition advanced, and supported by Soript- | 
ure proofs,.in.my first article—“That resurrection is’ 
rising, or rising up, or rising up out of, and not ris- | 
ing again”—seems to have created no small excitement, 
inquiry, and, apparently in some caser, indignation and | 
opposition. All this was expected, but it has been | 
rather a surprise to me that no one has yet undertaken | 
to show that any other construction could be put upon 
the language of Ohrist that I used to support my asser- 
tion. . 

Upon a topic like this the declarations of Obrist are 
of the firat importance, for he speaks with authority. 
When his words were repeated by his followers, when 
they spake “by the word of the Lord,” they spoke by 
authority. When Christ interpreted. the language of 
the prophets he gave an authoritative interpretation. 
When his interpretations are strictly adhered to, all is 
well. When they are departed from we are in danger 
of error. That the early disciples of Christ did not 
always understand the meaning of his declarations is 
a truth amply sustained by Scripture, and will be de- 
nied by.no.one acquainted with it. That they might 
not have fully understood all his declarations regarding 
the events that were to follow his death is therefore 
only a reasonable supposition, That some of them 
might have misunderstood the highly figurative lan- 
guage used by our Lord on several occasions is easily 
supposable, That they gradually came to a realization 
of the spiritual nature of the reign of the Messiah and 
the coming of his kingdom is traé without doubt. 
Though Jesus said, “My kingdom is not of this world; 
if my kingdom were of this world then would my 
servants fight,” the disciples of his time expected, and 
some of all ages since have been looking for, the estab- 
lishment of a temporal kingdom. on earth, with him as 
@ person ruling, jadging, rewarding, and punishing like 
an earthly ruler. 

Idid not intend to write farther upon the meaning 
of resurrection, but it seems necessary, for in the HER- 
ALD of September 6th our venerable brother, J. F. 
Wade, saye: 

“In Matt. 22; 23-32 the Sadducees held a conversation 
with the Savior about the resurrection of eight dead per- 
sons. Had he possessed the wisdom of some at this time 
he would have said, ‘We do greatly err’ ‘that resurrection 
takes place at death, and is a rising, a rising up, or a rising 
up out of, and not a rising again.’ But in the dear Savior’s 
ignorance of present wisdom he says (Mark 12: 25), ‘For 
when they shall rise from the dead, they neither marry 
nor are given: but are as the angels which are in heaven,’ 
and quotes Moses to prove it, and that to Jews whose writ- 
ings, it is claimed. never taught anything direct about a lit- 


_ eral resurrection.’’ 


There seems: to be an irresistible tendency on the 
part.of my opponents to do two things: 

1. To mix up statements of mine with things I never 
said nor wrote,and with beliefs.and theories I neither 
hold nor indorse. 

2, To ignore entirely passages of Scripture that evi- 
dently support my views, and consequently tend to 
weaken if not entirely destroy theirs. . — 

Now, why, for instance, could not Bro. Wade just as 
easily quote from Matthew all through, as to begin with 
Matthew and end with Mark? Obrist’s answer to the 
Badducees, as recorded in Matthew, Mark, and Luke, is 
as follows: 

“Jesus answered and said unto them, Ye do err, not 
knowing the Scripturesor the power of God: for in the res- 
urrection they neither marry nor are given in marriage, 
butare asthe angels of Godin heaven. But as touching 
the resurrection of the dead, have ye not read that which 
was spoken unto you by God, saying, I am the God of 
Abraham, end the God of Isaac, and the God of Jacob? God 
is not the God of the dead, but of the living. Matt. 22: 
29-32, 

“And Jesus answering said unto them, Do ye not there- 
fore err, because ye know not the Scriptures, neither the 


power of God? For when they shall rise, they neither 


marry, nor are given in marriage; but are as the angels 
which are in heaven. And as touching the dead that they 
rise; have ye not read in the Book of Moses how in the 
bush God spake unto him, saying, Iam the God of Abra 
ham, and the God of Isaac, and the God of Jacob? He is 
not the God of the dead, but of the living; ye therefore do 
greatly err.” Mark 12: 24 27, 

“And Jesus answering said unto them, The children of 
this world..marry, and are given.in marriage: but they 
which are accounted worthy to obtain that world, and the 
resurrection from the dead, neither marry nor are given in 
marriage; neither can they die any more: for they are 





equal unto.the.angels; and are children of God, being the 
chitdren of the resurrection. . Now that the dead are raised, 
even Moses showed at the bush, when he called the Lord 
the God of Abraham, and the God of Isaac, and the God of 

Jacob. ..For he is not a.God of the dead, but of the living: 

for all. liye unto him.” Luke 20: 34-33, 

In conéidering these passages we must remember 
that the Sadducees denied what iscommonly called the 
immortality of the soul—that is, the conscious exist- 
ence of man apart from a material or earthly body. 
They denied tae resurrection and the existence of an- 
gels or spirits. They regarded the death of the body as 
the final termination of existence. 

In opposition to these views Jesus asserted that “as 
touching the dead” “that they rise,” “they shall rise,” 
that they are “living,” not dead as the Sadducees re- 
garded death, and that so far as thoee already dead was 
concerned they were already “raised.” Among these 
were Abraham, Isaac, and Jacob, according to the au- 
thority of Moses,. The partial quotation given by Bro. 
Wade does not contradict any of these assertions, as it 
only says “when they’shall rise,” and the allusion is to 
the dead in general; no time is stated, and we are left 
to infer f:om the accounts given in Matthew and Luke 
and the remainder of the declarations in Mark, that the 
rising takes place at death. If thisis not the case, when 
was Abraham, Isaac, Jacob, and the other unnamed 
dead “raised?” And as they have been already “raised,” 
why.should we still look for a time when they will be 
raised again? Itseems to me that to be once “raised” 
is enough, especially as Christ did not say they should 
be raised again. 

Bro. Jackson gives us some scripture to prove the 
rising again of the mortal body, that rather disproves 
his theory and strengthens mine. It is: 

‘‘And this is the Father’s will which hath sent me, that of 
all which be hath given me I should lose nothing, but 
should raise it up egain at the last day. And this is the 
will.of him that sent me, that every one which seeth the 
Son, and believeth on him, may have everlasting life; and 
I will raise hi, up at the last day......No man can come to 
me except the Father draw him; and I will raise him up at 
the last day......Whoso eateth my flesh, and drinketh my 
blood, hath eternal life; and 1 will raise him up at the last 
day.” John 6: 39, 40, 44, 54. 

Here we have “raise him up” three times, “raise it 
up again” once. In the revised version it is “raise it 
up” at the last day. As to what is the last day, it is a 
very reasonable supposition that it is the time of death, 
the last day of earth for the dying. 

Martha’s belief, as expressed at the grave of Lazarus, 
was perhaps the popular one, but Christ gave no sanc- 
tion to it, When-he said, “Thy brother shall rise 
sgain,” he did not refer to the resurrection at all, but 
to the coming to life again of the body of Lazarus then. 
His discourse on resurrection there contained no hint 
of another reanimation of the earthly body. It was all 
spiritual. In no other sense can we understand the 
assertion he there made, “Whosoever liveth and believ- 
eth in me shall never die.” , 

It waa not the method of Christ or Paul to contradict 
orargae much with those whose belief was not correct. 
They sough! rather to displace error by assertion of 
the truth. Asto why they did not say what my good 
brothers who differ from me think they ought to have 
said, if my ideas are the true ones, I suppose they 
thought they spoke plain enough. 

Hosea 13: 14 is quoted to prove that the Old Testa- 
ment teaches a resuscitation of the dead bodies lying 
in the grave, with L Oor. 15; 55 as corroborative of this 
interpretation. “I will ransom them from the power 
of the grave, I will redeem them from death. O death, 

I will be thy plagues: O grave, I will be thy destruction.” 
Read the whole chapter from which this verse is taken 
and you will find that the prophet is not speaking abont 
a resuscitation of the bodies lying in the grave at all, 
Paul eaye: “O death, where is thy sting? O grave, 
where is thy victory? The sting of death is sin; and 
the strength of sin is the law. But thanks be to God 
which giveth us the victory through our Lord Jesus 
Christ.” The revised version has ii: “O death, where is 
thy victory? Odeatb, where is thy sting? The sting 
of death is sin, and the power of sin is the law,” etc. 

To be ransomed or redeemed means to be released or 
set free, to be delivered. The redemption from death 
is not to have our bodies brought to life again, but to be 
saved from death altogether. For the righteous there 
is life, higher life, “eternal life;” they “never die.” This 
can only refer to spiritual life, for all have to en- 
dure ye death. For the righteous, death is 





“destroyed,” “abolistied.” The idea that death is Boing 
down into the grave, is destroyed by the truth reveal 
by, in, and through Christ, that it is going up to Gog, 
The feeling that death is degradation is removed by thy 
knowledge that it is elevation. The thought that deat, 
is lying down ig replaced by the assarance that it is ris. 
ing up.. The repugnance to the death of the body ag, 
deprivation is overcome by the certainty that it “, 
gain.” The fear of death is gone when its sting is re. 
moved. The sting of death, that which causes dread 
and shrinking, issin, When sin is removed through 
Jesus Ohrist, we obtain the victory over death; we do 
not fear it, It has no terrors for‘us because we believe 
it to be, not a termination or even a temporary cessation 
ol existence, but.a rising up for our true selves into a 
higher, fuller, grander, and more glorious life. 

While on this point it would, perhaps be well to no. 
tice that in the Bible we read of several persons who 
were bronght to life again. The widow's son at Lare. 
path by Elijah, the Saumanite’s son by Elisha, and the 
widow of Nain’s son, Jairus’ daughter, and Lazarus by 
Obrist. In none of these cases do the inapired writers 
say they were resurrected, It is unscriptural for any 
one to say they were, and it only tends to obscure the 
truth to say such things. If these persone were resur- 
rected, and the term “first fruits” is to be used as the 
advocates of resuscitation use it, then Christ was not 
“the first fruits of those that slept,” and some have had 
two deaths and one resurrection already, with another 
yet to come. 

Rom, 8: 11 is quoted and commented on by Bro, 
Jackson as follows: 


“Tf the spirit of him that raised up Jesus from the dead 
dwell in you, he that raised up Christ from the dead shall 
also quicken your mortal bodies by his spirit that dwelleth 
in you. If there were no other scripture in the Bible con- 
cerning the resurrection of the mortal body, this ought to 
convince us. It is a lame exegesis indeed that wreste this 
from its true meaning and makes it teach anything else.” 


Of course this is man’s opinion, and can only be 
taken for what itis worth, The addition of other men’s 
opinions that are similar adds but little weight alter all, 
I could quote scores of men’s opinions to support al- 
most any theological theory, but man’s opinion is not 
always Bible doctrine. In the passage under consider- 
ation the quickening of the mortal body is dependent 
on the indwelling of the spirit of God. Therefore, if 
quickening of the mortal body means resuscitation of 
the earthly body from the grave, this proves that the 
righteous only are resuscitated. If the spirit of God 
dwell in you, he shall also quicken your morial bodies 
by his spirit. This is the declaration in brief. This is 
true. So must be its antithesis. If the spirit of God 
dwell not in you, be shall not quicken your mortal bod- 
ies by his spirit. This is logical, not “lame,” exegesie. 
Qaickening is not resuscitation any more than redemp- 
tion ie. Quicken means to make alive, not to make 
alive again, and Paulin that part of his epistle where 
the passage under consideration is found is not reler- 
ring to physical death and revivification} but to spirit 
ual death and life. Hesaye: “In my flesh dwelleth no 
good thing” (7: 18); that “the law of sin is in his mem- 
bers” (28); and almost desparingly asks, “Oh, wretched 
man that I am, who shall deliver me from the body of 
this death?” (24). From this point to the verse in 
question he speaks of the flesh nine times, He speaks 
of it as containing ein, as a source of temptation, and s 
hindrance to spirituality. There isa perpetual strug: 
gle between the mind and the flesh, the mind inclining 
to good and the flesh resisting and overcoming it. As 
long as he remains under the law this strife and thes 
results continue, and “the body of this death” holds 
him fast, The activity of his body in this state is death 
to his spirit, and itis only Cbrist living in him that kills 
the evil tendencies and enables him to do righteously 
and be spiritually alive. Dead in sin, the mortal body 
needs quickening as well asthe spirit. A new life in 
which the whole man, spirit, soul, and body is em: 
braced is needed, and this is obtained through Christ. 
A complete and full consecration is wanted, then the 
victory over sin is gained; but until this is done the un 
equal strife, in which bad action always overcomes 
desire, is maintained. A knowledge of the law may 
act through the conscience, but it imparts no power t0 
obey its demands, The power that is needed is im: 
parted by the indwelling spirit of God, by which the 
quickening is brought about, That this quickening 
takes place during this life seems evident to me, {ot

most earnest and confident tone: “How can I fear to 
ross’ the dark river when my Father waits for me on 
the other shore? Would I were as comfortable about 
}» all Ideave behind unfinished in this world!” 
‘eo! > (bat words of confidence, hope, and abiding faith! 
eo"Tbey could, at that solemn hour, emanate only from a 
~ heart fully imbued with that faith that is “like an anchor 
| #0 the:soul,; both sure and steadfast.” It was the language 
of that perfect trust that is rooted and grounded in the 
\ecdowe of God. 
'Wudge Black was a great lawyer, commanding respect 
»gs'such in both Europe and America. It may be said 
he was a walking encyclo; eiia of legal lore, theology, 
and of the arts and eciences. For thirty-five years prior 
tohis death he had been a member of the Disciples’ 
Caurch. At no time, during that period, was there a 
falling off in his devotion to the Bible and the fanda- 
mental principles of the Christian religion. Whether 
Jat tre bar, or in the cabinet of the nation, Jeremiah 8. 
Biack was true to “the faith once delivered to the saints.” 

The reason is plain. His learning as a lawyer taught 
-him that “the law of God is perfect, converting the soul,” 
aud ‘that it is the foundation of all wise human laws. 
Hence he was obedient to its mandates, became a Obrie- 
tian, and ultimately died in the triumph of a living 
faith. Would that all men in high places in our nation 

|. swould liveas Judge Black has lived, believe as he has 
believed, practice what he bas practiced, and, in the end, 
die the glorious death he has died. Such only can sin- 
cerely breathe out the pathetic prayer which he, in the 
dying hour, sent up to the throne of God in his own 
and in behalf of his devoted and grief-stricken wife, and 

+ forsnch death hath no terror, for “death is swallowed up 
im victory.” 

For several years before Judge Black’s death he had 
been living in retirement, enjoying the society of his 
family and his ample library, which he consulted daily. 

_ Batan event occurred wiiich called him forth from re 
~ tirement which will not soon be forgotten by the relig- 
ious world. Robert G. Ingersoll, the infidel, was assail- 
__ ing the Christian religion on the rostrum and through 
the public press with great bitterness. He invited, and, 
indeed, challenged controversy and a contradiction of 
‘his view. This was more than Black, even in his old 
age and retirement, could endure. The combatants 
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‘expression of their views. The vigor of youth returned 
to the old lawyer and statesman. At one bound; like 
the lion roused from bis lair, he blockaded the pathway 
of the defiant infidel. 

Never have I read such burning words as fell from 
the pen of Judge Black in that controversy. Many 
passages in his eloquent defense of the Ohristian relig- 
ion seemed to glow with fervent heat. They took hold 
of the hearts and minds of thinking men, and convinced 
them he was right and that Iogersoll was wrong. The 
weight of his arguments was simply irresistible, and 
I have not a doubt that to Judge Black belongs the credit 
of having driven Robert G. Ingersoll almost into ob- 

BS scurity until now he gives but little concern to relig- 
|? ious people of any faith, or eect, who condemn his 
. teachings. . 

The enemy ot the Christian religion humiliated and 
vanquished, the old man again retired from public at- 
tention and calmly awaited the call of his Master. The 
call is made and he is ready, and, indeed, anxious to 
obey it. The hour of death comes, and with as much 
composure as he ever addressed a court of justice in 
ali his life, he dipped his sandals in the cold waters of 
Jordan and calmly and serenely passed over to the 
haven of eternal rest. 

Thus an eventful life was closed in the service of the 
Master. In the hour of death faith sustained him, and

The simple fact that we are doing so much, and need 
to do so much more, in the home field is urged as an 
objection to our entering the foreign field at all. 
Moreover, some thiuk that if we ask for foreign funds 
we shall get less home funds, and thus cripple the 
home work in the msiming of its inauguration. 

If we had exhausted our resources, or if we had 
gone to the sbsolute end of our financial ability, or if 
on us a8 a people there were no moral obligation to obey 
literally the commission, or to aid the Christian world 
iu their effort to redeem the heathen, then there might 
be some reason in this “hold-back” theory: 

If the Obristians become interested in Foreign Mie- 
sions their enthusiasm in Home Missions will only 
intensify. If we make for ourselves a station in 
China or Japan we shall wish to more fully occupy 
the territory between. If we can reach Ohina we 
would feel that we must reach Colorado, Utah, Ne- 
vada and California. Nothing begets enthusiasm in 
work like much work. Work will bring results and 
results will inspire with zeal and consecration. -

In boiling dumplings of any kind put 
them in the water one at a time. If they 

are put in together they will mix with 
each other. 

There is a greenness in onions and po- 
tatoes that renders them hard to digest, 
For health’s sake put them in warm wa- 
ter for an hour before cooking. 

The only kind of stove with which 
you can preserve a uniform heat is a gas 
stove.
